and followed the text as Mr Marshall 
read * le phrases defining murder and 
kidnaping- as capital crimes in th'f 
state. The phrase 
"shall^suffer thf 


penalty of deatlC' was always brought 
out in a voice raised in tone and emp- 
hatic in its deliberateness 
The defendants gave no visible sign1 


that the phrase "death penalty" had 
been heard by them 
They seemed 
more interested in the notes being 
made by Clarence S. Darrow and hi' 
assistant counsel for the defense The 
attorney ridiculed the defe»se attempt 
to show mitigation of punishment bv 
the testimony of mental experts 
"No philosophy is an excuse foi 
crime," was Mr. Marshall's teTt on 
that point and he worked it out b\ 
drawing parallels between Leopold* 
and Loeb's beliefein their own power* 
and the philosophies of anarchists 
communists and mormons who were 
convicted of violating the law despite 
reliance upon their beliefs as justifi- 
cation for their acts..

•One of the best coal saving records 
ever made by an engine crew on the-

days ago by Engineer R. . Pierce and 
Fireman "W. E. Beaver, in a round 
trip run from Spencer to Monroe, Va 
The record made by these two well 
known and popular trainmen is re- 
corded pfflcially

al proviso is a'wise one and that to 
allow the legion to become involved 
in state or national politics in an ac- 
tive way will be deterimental to the 
organization by reducing the prestige 
which it has won by reason of care- 
ful avoidaunce of political discussions 
and activities. 
They point also to 


the record of accomplishment which 
the American Legion has made and 
the unity which prevails throughout 
the posts through the avoidance of 
the subject. 


Others, however, believe that the 


legion should be a factor in politics 
and that so long as the present con- 
stitutional 
restriction 
remains 
in 


force, the legion will be handicapped 
and will not be able to increase its 
influence unless the many posts can 
declare themselves definitely on ma- 
jor state and national issues. 
It is 


quite likely that an effort will be made 
to amend the constitution in this par- 
ticular. 


Another 
constitutional 
question 
destined to be discussed and possibly 
acted upon is that which forbids any 
person holding public office for pay- 
to hold any office in the American 
Legion. 
Objection to this proviso 


are that many ex-servicemen who 
would be of great value to the organ- 
ization are disqualified. Both of these 
questions will be dealt with, it is an- 
ticipated in the report of the com- 
mittee on constitutional amendments.

No reply 
has been received, but the officers are 
watching for him to undertake to 
run his car without paying the license.
